Balsom called air service 
an effective way for people 
to get in a full day of out-of- 
town meetings without hav¬ 
ing to face significant traffic 
woes on the highway there 
and back. 

While conference calls 
have become the norm in 
today’s world, “there’s much 
to be said about face-to-face 
meetings” and the flights are 
another avenue to make that 
happen, she said. 

"There’s still a lot of value 
in being able to gather peo¬ 
ple around a table to move 
issues forward. I think it does 
open up that door.” 

Balsom believes the air¬ 
line’s investment in a Nia¬ 
gara commuter service 
is related to the booming 
housing market the region 
has been experiencing in 
recent months.
